INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
TUESDAY, MARCH 28, 2006 — 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 107 new fires reported. Sixteen new large fires were
reported, and six large fires were contained in the Southern Area. Very high to extreme fire
indices were reported in Florida.

Two MAFFS C-130 air tankers and support personnel from the 145th Tactical Airlift Wing based in
Charlotte, North Carolina were released by NIFC yesterday.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES:

WEST TEXAS IA, Texas Forest Service. A Texas State Type 2 Incident Management Team
(Hanneman) and a Minnesota Interagency Type 2 Incident Management Team (Hinds) are
assigned in Midland, TX. The Teams are assisting local jurisdictions with managing initial and
extended attack fires within the 140 million acre fire management response area. Two fires for 38
acres were reported. Acres, structure losses and costs represent cumulative fire activity for the
response area.

SYCAMORE SPRINGS, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire started on private land seven
miles southeast of Locust Grove, OK in timber. No further information was received.

TURNER FALLS 2, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is near Turner Falls State Park in
grass. No further information was received.

WILSON, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is twelve miles west of Atoka, OK in grass. No
further information was reported.

MILE MARKER 45, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is eight miles north of Daist, OK in
timber. No further information was received.

ARPELAR, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is two miles north of Arpelar, OK in timber.
No further information was received.

DEEP BRANCH, North Carolina State Division of Forestry. This fire is west of Lumberton, NC in
pine plantation and hardwoods. Surface fire and short crown runs were reported.

COAL CREEK, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire is two miles southwest of Fanshawe, OK
in hardwood litter. No further information was received.

524, Mississippi Forestry Commission. This fire is three miles north of Kiln, MS in timber litter.
Moderate fire behavior was reported.

ROUND MOUNTAIN, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire started on private land 14 miles
southeast of Stilwell, OK in hardwood leaves and litter. Flame lengths up to 16 feet and spotting
were reported.



HUTCHINSON ROAD, Oklahoma Division of Forestry.
Tahlequah, OK in hardwood leaves and litter. Extreme fire behavior with spotting was reported.

This fire is 12 miles southwest of

ST. JOHNS RIVER MARSH, Florida Division of Forestry. This fire is seven miles southwest Palm
Bay, Fl in sawgrass. Burn out operations continue. No further information was received.

WEST 311, Okmulgee Agency, Bureau of Indian Affairs. This fire is two miles east of Gypsy, OK
in grass. No new information was reported.
